Now the question is, Will low fare 


any better than Maine ? With the valid- 
ity of the law being settled by tbo su- 
premo court, is there power enough in 
the courts to enforce it ? If the morn] 
sentiment of the state is strongly r-i fa- 
vor of prohibition, tho law will become 
practical; if there is not a popnlar senti- 
ment in its favor, it will utterly fail. It 
prohibition is the law of Iowa, it should 
be enforcod, aud not permitted to remain 
upon the statute book u 'mockery to the 
law-making power of the state.

PROPHETS. 


In November, 1882, Profee«>r Wiggins 


sent to President Arthur some weather 
prognostications, which, in substance, 
were that the most dirofal storm since 
Washington's day, would visit the United 
States, on March 11,1883, It wue first to 
appear ID tbe north PaciGo, skip by a 
mighty bound to tiie 'Gulf ot MOTIJUO, 
move to the Rocky mouutainf, be de- 
flecting to tho Atlantic coast and cross tho 
meridian ol Ottawa at noon, March 12- 
This temQc blast, blowing from the 
southeast, was to "spread uuiversal de- 
struction" from tbe backbone of the con- 
tinent eastward to tbo ocean; and "tho 
pi netary force" would submerge tbe 
southern and eastern coasts of this coun- 
try. He declared that sbipping'could not 
possibly live at sea, ana advised mooring 
all vessels in harbor for three days be. 
ginning March 9. The Dominion author- 
ities were be?ged not to allow tho Prin- 
cess Louise to embark for Bermuda; and 
notice was given to tho world in ceneral 
to make everything snug below and hold 
its breath.
